CONCLUDED. 

It will be seen upon examination, that the ex- 
penditures in every department are quite largely in 
excess of the appropriations, and had it not been 
for the surplus in the Treasury at the beginning of 
the year, the town would needed to have horrowed 
money before anything could have been realized 
from the taxes of 1874. It is evident that if the 
Town would keep free from debt, it must either 
lessen the expenditures or merease the apprepria- 
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tions. Your Committee would say in reference to 
the expenditures; First, the schools—the Town 
voted at its last annual meeting, to have two High- 
Schools, which for a town of less than 3500 inhabi- 
tants would seem unuecessary. It was also vote! 
to add one month to the length of all-the Public 
Schools, which will account for the increased ex- 
~penditure in this department. There has been a 
large increase in the calls for aid to the poor out, as 
well as in town, wich was to have been expected 
in the general ‘prostration of business throughout 
the country. There has been some permanent im- 
provements made on the Roads, a stone bridge over 
the river at Jonathan Collins at a cost of about 
$150; some half dozen stone culverts, and the Bas- 
sett bridge widened, ‘&¢., at a cost as appears by 
the bills of $255. The balance of the expenditures 
we presume has >een judiciously expended by the 
seventeen different surveyors. 

Your Conunittee recommend that the Town raise 
by taxation to defray the ordinary Tow n Expenses 
for the year 1874, as follows :

SCHOOL BEPORT. 


To the Chairman and Members of the School 
Comniittee. 

Gentlemen :—TI respectfully present my report at 
this time, although aware that it is impossible to give 
-a complete and full account of all which may be ae- 
complhshed during the last term of the year. It has 
seemed, however, more essential that the report may 
he issued before the annual town meeting, that 
voters may have a basis upon which to act in arrang- 
ing affairs for the coming year, than that it should 
be delayed until after the close of all the Schools. 
I shall, therefore, endeavor to present a brief view 
of what has been accomplished. 


HIGH SCHOOLS. 


During the current year two High Schools have 
been maintained in the town, one at Sandwich the 
other at Monument. The Schools have each ad- 
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mitted one GrammarSchool class and, therefore, have 
essentially the same basis of qualification for admis- 
sion, although at Monument—as the School was new- 


ly organized—the examination was by no ineans as 
riek ‘ig as at the other School. ‘The whole number of 
ie registered in the two Schools, for the year, 
is 120 fe at Sandwich, 46 at Monument). This in- 
cludes all names registered during either term. The 
average number registered cach term 1s 86 (59 at 
Sandwich, 27 at Monument), and the average at- 
tendance is 69 (48 at Sandwich, 21 at Monument). 
The same text books have been prescribed for each 
School, and the same course of study is arranged for 
each. If parents would co-operate with the teacher 
in both Schools, similar results might be anticipated. 
Ten young ladies have graduated from t] e High 
School in 1872-3 (7 in ’72, 3 in 73). Eight of them 
have taught successfully, seven in Sandwich and 
three in other towns, one of the other two does not 
intend to teach, the other is attending a Normal 
School, and will graduate this year. Three have 
never taught in Sandwich, because they have ob- 
tained larger compensation elsewhere than was of- 
fered here. The others are working well in our 
Public Schools. An arrangement by which a year 
of special training could be added to our High 
School course, for those who desire to teach, would 
be wise and economical ; we should then be able to 
fit teachers more completely for their work, and the 
result would be better instruction in all our 
Schools. Unless the High School can thus make 
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itself felt, by the influence of its graduates, through 
the whole township, its power will be far less than 
the friends of education would wish. 


OTHER SCHOOLS. 


The system of grading by which the pupils of 
the West Town School were classed with those of 
the School street School and the High School, thus 
arranging a School with five grades and two classes 
for each grade, is much better than that of consider- 
ing the West Town School a separate and indepen- 
dent organization, although if the scholars could be 
collected in one building there would be an oppor- 
tunity for more accurate and systematic classification. 

The Grammar School at “Sand Hill” is larger 
than during the two years preceding. The other 
Schools have the same instructors, and are making 
essentially the same progress as in preceding years, 

The various Mixed Schools are doing as well, per- 
haps, as we anticipate. There is often a complaint 
made that the Mixed Schools are not as good as they 
were thirty or forty years ago. The reason is obvi- 
ous. The best pupils are row sent away to school 
at the time that they formerly were the pride of the 
“District School.”? Other pupils leave School at an 
earlier age than was the custom in times past, and 
the teacher must deal with minds less mature, con- 
sequently the School deteriorates. The number of 
pupuls, in some of these Schools, is so small that it is 
not possible to awaken an interest, such as is felt 
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when there is a spirit of friendly rivalry between a 
large number of pupils. The complaint should be 
made against travelling facilities, which enable pu- 
pis to attend well-regulated Graded Schools, parents, 
who allow their children to be irregular in their at- 
tendance, and the general tendency to abandon the 
country for life in a city, rather than against teach- 
ers and committee. 

The remainder of the report will be devoted to 
subjects equally concerning all the Schools. 


TEXT BOOKS. 


The first requisite of a good School (after securing 
a competent teacher) is proper text books. With 
so many rival publications it may be difficult to de- 
cide upon any one series as the best im all respects, 
each having its peculiar points of excellence. The 
more pointed and concise the statements, the more 
compact the volume or series, the more exact and 
precise the enunciation of principles, the better—in 
general—is the work adapted to the wants of our 
Schools. Realizing the fact that many are deterred 
from procuring books as promptly as they should, 
upon the ground of expense, changes have been 
made during the past year as follows : 

Two text books upon Geography, “Our World 
No. 1” and “Coltons Common School Geography” 
have been caused to supersede Cornell’s series (of 
four books). By this arrangement two books, at an 
expense of $2.94 supply the place of four which cost 
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35.30; and better books, also, are procured. 

A common objection to using the same arithmetic 
for several years is that pupils do not solve the ex- 
amples, after the first class has performed the work. 
Those who succeed them rely upon them for assistance, 
and often copy the work in toto. This evil has been, 
to a great extent, obviated by introducing “Went- 
worth’s Problems.” This book contains several 
thousand examples, Ulustrating the various applica- 
tions of the principles of arithmetic, and precludes 
the possibility of such a system of wholesale copy- 
ing as has disgraced our Schools in the ,past. In 
addition to this, teachers are urged to give examples 
from other sources, as often as possible, and test, by 
written examination, the proficiency of their pupils. 
This method of imparting instruction in arithmetic 
has produced most satisfactory results in some of 
our Schools. | 

In Grammar “Greene’s Introduction” is supple- 
mented by Eart’s “First Lessons in Composition” 
instead of “ Greene’s Analysis.” Besides being 
preferable upon the ground of expense, the work is 
more practical. The mechanical work of analysis 
and synthesis (with very little of the latter), which 
resulted from the employment of the former work, 
is succeeded by an increased interest among the pu- 
pus, and a more thorough comprehension of the or- 
ganization of a sentence ; and practical exercises in 
the construction of sentences each day, secure results 
far more satisfactory than have heretofore been ob- 
tained. 
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The Franklin Series of Readers is published by 
Brewer, Tileston & Co., and edited by G. 8S. Hillard. 
[t succeeds Hillard’sReaders in many Schools of the 
State. The series is well arranged, contains new 
selections, and is offered upon terms which render 
the expense toa class less than if the old books 
were obtained and one-third of the class had them 
free of expense.

[ would respectfully urge a consideration of the 
expedience of purchasing text books at the public 
expense, just as other School property is purchased. 
By this means all delay in procuring books would 
be avoided, while the aggregate expense would be 
materially less. Supt. Connell, of Fall River, says: 

“This may be a cause for irregular or non-attend- 
ance at School, viz., the cost of text books. This 
expense is one of considerable importance to many 
families, and in not a few cases where the family is 
large, and only the labor of the parents the source 
of means for furnishing the necessaries of life, it is 
even distressing. It seems to me that the term 
“Free Schools,” means something more than furnish- 
Ing rooms and instructors. To be worthy of the ap- 
pellation, they s2ould furnish text books and_ sta- 
tionery,—teachers and rooms,—furniture and appa- 
ratus, and all the appliances needful in the edu- 
cation of the children. If our city would supply 
text books and stationery free to every child that 
would attend School, a great burden would be hfted 
from many poor, but worthy families, and an obsta- 
cle to better attendance removed. I am of the 
opinion that the cost to the city, if adopted, would 
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be much less than the aggregate expense to individ- 
uals now. Books could be bought at lower prices, 
and when children were promoted, their old books 
would supply other scholars until they were worn 
out. 


EXPENSES. 


It has been alleged that we raise more money 
than most towns in the State, and that ourexpenses 
are proportionally higher than they should be. Like. 
many other statements which are made without 
proof, this cannot be sustained. In the first place 
211 of t' e 342 towns in the State have a less valua- 
tion than ours. In this case Sandwich should pay 
the average, or more thanthe average amount of mon- 
ey for teachers, supervision, and School buildings. 
The average wages of teachers, throughout 
the State, is $85.09 per month, for male teach- 
ers, $32.39 per month for female teachers. (All 
these statistics are compiled from the last report 
of the State Board of Education.) Sandwich pays 
$61.25 per month to male teachers, and $28.00 
to female teachers. The average compensation 
(per annum) of High School teachers (Princi- 
pals) is $1,315.70. We pay $1000 and $875 in 
the Sandwich and Monument High Schools, re- 
spectively. The average annual compensation of 
School Superintendents (varying from $25 to $4500) 
is $996.89. Sandwich paid $225 (now $275). 

The record shows for itself. Persons who com- 
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pare our School system with that of Boston, New 
Bedford, Worcester and other large municipalities, 
drawing conclusions from such comparison that we 
are not doing what we ought, are guilty of inanifest 
injustice. We cannot expect that an appropriation 
which gives us $8.88 to expend upon each pupil will 
allow us to procure as desirable and efficient a corps 
of teachers, and retain them in our service, as though 
we had $22.02, the amount expended in Boston for 
each pupil in the Public Schools. If our Schools 
were equally well graded ; our population as com- 
pact ; our buildings as well furnished, commodious, 
and equally supplied with libraries, apparatus for 
illustrating natural science, etc., we should still be 
able to pay enly about one-third as much as is paid 
in Boston for instruction. With our 23 Schools in 
16 different buildings, scattered over an area (by 
road) ten miles westward, six miles to the south and 
six miles to the east of Sandwich village, is it not 
unfair, unjusS antl unreasonvble to ask or expect 
that we can do all that is accomplished in city 
Schools? This portion of my report is made, to re- 
fute the un-founded and untrue statement, so often 
heard, that Sandwich is taxed higher than other 
towns in the State for School purposes. 

I do not think that the town can or ought to raise 
any more money than was voted at our last town 
meeting, for the support of the Schools; but I do 
not, on the other hand, deem it just or right that 
impossibilities should be demanded of committee, 
superintendent or teachers. We pay less than the 


average compensation of teachers, we have upwards 
of fifty per cent. more Schools than the average of 
the towns of the State, (the average number is fif- 
teen, and we have twenty-three), our population is 
more scattered than that of almost any other town 
which can be named in the Commonwealth. With 
all these disadvantages Iam ready to maintain that 
our Schools are, atleast, equal to the average of those 
in other towns. JT must admit, however, that nearly 
all towns fail to secure the greatest possible benefit 
for the expenditure upon Public Schools. Is it be-’ 
cause we allow too great compensation to teachers / 
The School Committee of Warren, Mass., say : 
‘The demand for good teachers is increasing every 
year. Such are able to command higher wages even 
than we have been paying, notwithstanding the im- 
pression which seems to prevail in some quarters 
that we pay too much. In several instances we have 
been obliged to relinquish the services of a succes - 
ful worker, because she could do better elsewhere. 
We are sorry to lose them, but we do not blame 
them. Farmers never hesitate to take the highest 
market-price for their products, and they have some- 
times been known to complain because that price 
isn’t high enough. You expect to pay the market- 
price for whatever you buy ; and generally you want 
the best. Seventy-five cent tea isn't good enough ; 
and rather than drink that, to please your palate, 
you go up toa dollar and a half, it may be. When 
you buy a suit of clothes you look out for the 
shoddy ; better pay twice as much, you say, for a 
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good, firm, substantial cloth. The one will wear, 
the other will be all rattled to pieces by the wind. 
Now there 1s as much difference in teachers as there 
is in what people call tea. Some are wishy-washy, 
insipid, with no spirit in them, others are clear, 
sparkling and inspiring. This latter, of course, 1s 
the kind you want. But if you would have them 
you must pay the market-price for their services.” 

The Committee of Watertown, Mass., say: “In 
the matter of salaries your committee most heartily 
endorse all that has been said or written upon the 
subject by previous committees. The one cause, 
above all others which has hitherto shut out leading 
minds from the profession of teaching, has been the 
inadequacy of the compensation. ‘That the cheapest 
was the best,’ which seems to have been at one time 
the rule, has lost much of its power, and towns and 
communities are fast awakening to the fact that if 
_they would have good teachers they must pay good 
salaries, and that parsimony in the matter of salaries, — 
buildings, apparatus, books, or any of the varied 
apphances of education, is but suicidal economy. 
‘The laborer is worthy of his hire,’ and if you would 
command first-class brains you must pay first-class 
prices. 

When communities awake fully to the fact that 
they must pay for what they receive in the depart- 
ment of education, as in other professions, we shall 
see teachers fully aud fairly compensated, and not 
till then. The community must be brought to see 
that the education of their children is the most 1m- 
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portant object of their lives. And when they shall 
be brought to this, we have no doubt that they will 
at the same time be willing to pay a fair remunera- 
tion for the services received. And when we shall 
have done this, when we shall have made the pro- 
fession of teaching equally honorable and equally 
remunerative with other professions and pursuits, 
we shall be able to command equally with other 
professions and pursuits the attention and services 
of first-class abilities. 

The most costly instruction paid for is that given 
by inexperienced and incompetent teachers ; the 
scholar suffers all his life from errors contracted in 
his youth, aud often two years’ attendance at Schoo] 
is of less advantage than one would have been under 
a faithful and competent teacher.” 

If we cannot diminish the salaries of our 
teachers (already below the average) without serious 
detriment to the welfare of our Schools, how shal/ 
we increase the efficiency of the Schools without addi- 
tional expense ? In tne 35th Report of the State 
Board of Education, the Secretary, Hon. Joseph 
White, after showing that the larger towns and 
cities are enabled to maintain much longer terms of 
School than the smaller towns, says : 

“Besides the short Schools, there are two other 
important particulars in respect to which the rural 
towns labor under serious disadvantages, which can- 
not be stated in tables of statistics. 

First. In the character of their teachers. As the 
School terms are short, and the wages paid are com- 
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paratively small, the higher grades of teachers can- 
not be secured. ‘These find employment where the 
situations are permanent, and wages are higher. 
The conse juence 1s, that while many Schools are 
kept in these towns, very few are taught. 

Second. ‘These towns are unable to provide them- 
selves with School-houses adapted to the needs of a 
successful School, and in only a small number of 
them are found the proper furniture, and necessary 
books of reference, illustrative apparatus, &., for 
the atid of the teachers. 

He urges the expedience of a Half-Mill School 
Fund, and proposes ‘that a School tax of one-half 
of one mill on the dollar on the whole valuation of 
the Commonwealth, be annually assessed, collected 
and paid into the treasury, in the same manner as 
other State taxes, and when so paid that it be des- 
ignated by the treasurer as the half-mill School fund 
for the support of Pubhlie Schools ; and further, that 
said fund be apportioned and distributed among the 
several cities and towns in the Commonwealth ac- 
cording to the number of persons therein between 
the ages of five and fifteen, and in the same manner 
and on the same conditions as one-half of the income 
of the School fund is apportioned and distributed. 
This tax will yield a little over one-fifth of the aver- 
age sum raised by taxation for each child”. 

With respect to the plan here proposed he sug- 
gests : 

“First. Thatit is not ascheme for increasing the 
cost of supporting our Schools. Not a dollar need 


to be added to the average cost. It is simply noth- 
ing more nor less than raising the needed amount 
in a more equitable way than at present. 

Second. ‘That each town and each person will 
contribute in an equal, and therefore just, ratio to 
the taxable property of each. 

Third. That the method of distribution is the 
only one which is just and equitable and at the same 
time practicable. Since every town contributes to 
the general weal, precisely according to the number 
of youths which it educates, and thus fits for good 
citizens, so it 1s plain that the amount contributed 
by the State should be determined by the number 
so educated, with the single modification, if any, 
perhaps, in favor of those places which incur the 
heaviest rate of taxation. 

Fourth. Vhat it will give a coherence.and unity 
to our School system which now lacks, and thus be- 
comes a source of vigor and strength. [It will cre- 
ate a strong sympathy between the different muni- 
cipalties, as mutual contributors to and receivers 
from a common fund, as well as the subjects of a 
common law. Indeed, the laws passed from time to 
time in the interest of harmonious and progressive 
action will be no longer regarded, especially by the 
smaller and less favored towns, in the light of arbi- 
trary mandates, but rather as beneficent rules of 
action suited to the exigencies of all and for the 
general good. The enforcement of the laws will give 
place to a cheerful obedience to thein. 

While in the large cities and towns the burden 
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imposed by the proposed measure will be hardly 
ayproeable, the rshef to the smaller ones will be 
most grateful and timely; confidence and hope will 
take the place of discouragement and discontent ; 
greater efforts will follow ; a more thoroughly in- 
eel and altogether higher grade of teachers 
will be émploy ed, and for longer terms of time; and 
a better class of Se ‘hool-Houses, with fitting appa- 
ratus and furniture will take ite place of the rude, 
unsightly and uncomfortbale structures, which, 1 
too large numbers, still linger among us.” 

The State Board of Education, in their 36th An- 
nual Report, make the following statement : 

“Certainly two-fifths, ifnot a half, of the property 
of the State is embraced in the limited territory 
which hes within five miles of the State House. The 
consequence is, that while in certain portions of the 
State a tax sufficient to maintain good Schools dur-» 
ing the period required by law, 1s a serious burden, 
in other portions, the tax adequate for the same 
purpose is comparatively hght. This radical change 
in the state of things imperatively demands a cor- 
responding change in the mode of providing for the 
support of Schools. The object in view is to restore, 
to some extent, at least, the ancient equality of ed- 
‘ucational burdens and equality of educational ad- 
vantages, A single example will be sufficient to’ 
set ina clear hight the existing inequality in both 
these respects. Taking as an illustration the towns 
of Brookline and Wellfleet, we find that the latter 
raises eleven dollars and seventy-three cents for each 
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child between the ages of five and fifteen years, 
which requires a tax of 7.14 mills on the dollar, 
while the former raises twenty-five dollars and ten 
cents per scholar, requiring only a tax of 2.24 mills 
on the dollar. One town provides double the means 
per scholar afforded by the other, at less than one- 
third the rate of taxatioa. Or in other words, an 
equal rate of taxation for School purposes on the 
property of those two towns, would give the one 
six times as good educational advant ves as those 
enjoyed by the children in the other.’ | 
This is, of course, a statement of extreme cases, 
hut fairly illustrates the great disparity between 
the burdens imposed upon the poorer towns and 
those borne by the rich municipalties. Every coun- 
try town should instruct its representative at Gen- 
eral Court to urge the establishment of the half-mill 
tax. It is one of the necessities of a State System 
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of Edueation, and cannot be adoptelto. s.on. We 
cannot, however, wait until the State assists us if 
we would perforar our whole duty, Certain evils 
should be remedie ' at once. 

“There is no principle more clearly defined than 
that the Publie Schools must be for the class and 
notfor theindividual; forthe mass and not the unit.” 
Hence we should consider the general good in the 
arrangement of our Schools and, while we wou!ld do 
injustice to no one, we ougat to provide no more 
Schools than are absolutely necessary for the ace m 
modation of the pupils. I would again urge the 
propriety of a combination of Sehools, as suggested 
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inimy last report, and cite the opinions of other com- 
mittes upon the same subject. 

“The School Committee of Needham say: Let five 
Schools be brought into three locations,—the most 
convenient for all directions,—and five-sixths of all 
the scholars will come within one mile of such loca- 
tions; then turee first-class Grammar-School teachers 
can be‘employed, instead of being obliged to employ 
five teachers, and some of these third-rate teachers. 
By this plan the three Schools would continue eight 
or nine months in the year, instead of six or seven 
months for the five Schools, for the same expense, 
and with much better teachers.”’ 3 

The Committee of Dover, Mass., take another 
view “to run a School efficiently seven months in the 
year, that averages only eight pupils, incurs an ex- 
pense of about thirty-five dollars for each scholar 
per annum. Now, diminish the number of Schools 
so that the average shall be forty-five pupils to a 
School, and t:e expense for each scholar is less than 


nine dollars, for nine months’ Schooling, with the 
same teacher. The difference will be about five 
hundred per cent., for the same length of School, 
and the same class teacher. This, as a business 
transaction, would be regarded as a great folly on 
the farm or in the workshop; yet we are doing this 
same thing, year after year, in our School matters.” 

The Committee of Mendon express the following 
opinion: “There is but little hope that the out- 
skirts of the town will increase very mucn in popu- 
lation for many years to come. But on the other 
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hand the late census of the State shows that in most 
of our rural towns the population is decrea ASsINg, and 
this fact ought not to be for gotten. Itis far better 
for the child—we believe it will be more. economi- 
cal for the town—to carry him two or three miles 
where he can have a wrod School, than to maintain 
an indifferent one at his very door. This: plan of 
carrying the children to and from School has been 
tried in some towns, and we are assured by the com- 
mittee, and they have so declared in their report, 
that the arrangement has been pleasing to parents 
and children and has thus far worked well.” 

By a judicious combination a saving of $1000 per 
annum could easily be effected, and better Schools 
inaintained than at present. Scholars livingata great 
distance could be conveyed to the building (at pub- 
lic expense) or —when more convenient—Schooled 
in other towns at less expense than. is required to 
support Schools for their special accommodation. 
I would respectfully urge every tax-payer to give 
this matter serious consideration. — | 

As the report of the committee chosen to audit 
the accounts of the several Town Officers is made 
for the year ending Dee. 31st 1873, I desire to pre- 
sent the following statement of account. It indt- 
cates the amount appropriated to School purposes 
for the current year, and also the amount expended. 
It will be seen that the expenses are less than the 
receipts. There i is an apparent difference between 
this statement and that of the Auditing Committee, 
because their report includes bills to the amount of

After paying all expenses fcr the year, a balance 
of some $400.00 remains in the treasury. During 
the current year the Schools have been maintained 
for eight month (one month more than during the 
preceding year, to sustain which $1000.00 was ap- 
propriated fr-m the overlay), and a High School has 
been established at Monument, at an increased ex- 
pense of about $500.00, Nearly one-half the ap- 
propriation for repairs was expended upon the South 
Pocasset School House, whic! is now in excellent 
condition, Deducting these amounts of increased 
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expenditure, [think it must be admitted that the 
management of the Schools has been as economical 
as during preceding years, 


SUPERVISION, 


[ have compiled, from various sources, the follow- 
ing thoughts concerning Supervision of Schools, and 
offer them as a preface to the statement of my own 
VIEWS. tia ia ee 

That School supervision is an essential element in- 
the complete development of our Public School sys- 
tem, no one at all acquainted with the subject will 
deny. Every institution needs a head. Manufact- 
uring corporations have superintendents, foremen 
and overseers, in descending grades to the common 
workman. And the Public School system should 
rest upon the same principles. We have a national 
bureau of education, with a commissioner of educa- 
tion at its heal; every State has, or should have an, 
educational board, with one man at its head as su- 
perintendent. 

The next lower supervisorship should be that of 
the county. Every county needs a School super- 
visor, appointed by the governor and executive 
council, on the recommendation of the State super- 
intendent, constituting with him the Board of Ednu- 
cation, and operating chiefly in the School-Room 
with teachers, educators and the people. These 
county supervisors could find a profitable work m 
holding institutes and conventions and town cduca- 
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tional meeti:gs, in which lectures and discussions 
shall take place, by our best educators; thereby 
awakening an interest in School matters throughout 
communities, and in every section of the country. 
We think our State Board of Education deficient in 
this needed ink of county supervision ; and trust 
the time will come when we shall be as wise as our 
sister States, who regard the county supervision as 
“the main wheel n their School system,” and an in- 
dispensable agency in stimulating the minds of pa- 
rents and teachers in the work of education. What 
our State Board of Education need is more helpers ; 
an element that shall touch the masses, and reach 
out Into back country towns as well as the cities ; 
that shall visit the Common School as well as the 
Normals. The people need rousing up; the subject 
of Schools needs to be brought home to the hearts 
of all. 

And then every town needs a supervisor or super- 
intendent of Schools, who, together with the pru- 
dential committee, shall constitute the town board 
of education. If the right man can be found, one 18 
better than a dozen to take charge of all the Schools; 
and if a poor man at best must serve, why then one 
inefficient person is certainly as good as any larger 
number of the same quality. And then, where the 
Schools are under the guidance of one person, the 
work can be unified, and system and plan can be 
earried out in all the Schools; and there will be 
some chance for the Schools to rise up out of any 
lethargy they may be in. What our Schools need 
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is more and better supervision ! Kight weeks prop- 
erly guided by a skilful superintendent will, in 
many cases, be w orth tw ely e weeks where no ah 
help i is fou wet 
No one who has some other profession. on his 
Mane can really do all that ought to be done. He 
cannot spend the necessary time to fit himself for 
this work. The superintendence of the Schools 
ought to be as much a profession as anything else. 
One needs to be familiar with the best methods of 
teaching, so as to be prepared to advise. teachers. 
He needs to know, from actual examination, without 
depending on the representations of interested book 
agents, the merits of the different text books. As 
a writer in the “Massachusetts Teacher’. justly ob- 
serves: “Even admitting that the person or persons 
appointed to fill the office of School committee are 
the best qualifie | of the intelligent citizens of the 
town or city, are there not many things which tend 
to render, arl con nodaly d> render them incompe- 
tent to judge of just what the School should be and 
should do? Let thein, if you please, be the clergy- 
man, the lawyer er, and the doctor of the place. ‘These 
sorta re in attending to their official duties, will 
be able to give to the Scho: ys only those remnants 
of time which they can secure from thetr profession- 
al occupations. They will, therefore, be generally 
unable to spend any extended length of time even 
with those teachers who need their eul lance and 
_suggestions the most. “  *  * They will be lia- 
ble to do their work in an indifferent, psejudiced, o1 
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shp-shod manner; and this is not because they mean 
to be unserviceable, but because their minds are 
necessarily directed in other channels.” Now, we 
submit, our schools deserve something better than 
this. What business interest, what railroad com- 
pany would prosper, to be superintended in this 
way 4 There should be a superintendent of Schools 
appolated, who can fit himself thoroughly for that 
work, and give his whole time to it. He should 
make a profession of it, and consequently be sup- 
ported by it. This is done in some of the cities and 
large places. It ought to be done throughout the 
Commonwealth. But such supervision requires a 
man properly qualified and suitably paid. How can 
towns heavily taxed already, afford such a luxury ¢ 
We would call attention to the law which author- 
izes adjacent to unite in the employment of a joint 
superintendent of schools. The adoption of this 
course would make it feasible for two or more towns 
to secire, at a reasonable cost, the services of a more 
competent person than single town would be able 
to do. Two or three or more towns, as sparsely 
populated as ours, might be formed into one district, 
and a superintendent be appointed to give his whole 
time to the Schools in them. He could thus be pre- 
pared to originate and earry out a variety of suita- 
ble and really popular measures for benefiting the 
schools and the teachers under his charge, and er- 
listing more fully the interest of the towns them- 
selves in their own schools.” 
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These statements indicate * pte 

Ist. That we need a thorough system of supervis- 
ion for the country, state, county and town. 

2d. That superintendents should be specially fitted 
for the position, and should devote their whole time 
to the duties of the office. : 

dd. That the present plan of supervision, i most 
of the smaller towns, is unsatisfactory. Fe 

The superintendent of Schools should be a teacher, 
aman thoroughly versed in the interior as well as 
the exterior phases of school affairs, Unless he is 
aware of the nature and extent of the difficulties to 
he overcome, he cannot advise teachers intellig ently. 
He should be acquainted with systems of education 
in schools of other towns, and incorporate the best 
plans and methods practicable into his own system. 
He should attend associations, conventions, and the 

various meetings of teachers and superintendents, 
and make himself familiar with the opinions of the 

leading Hult cators of the State. He should be able 
to conduct any class in any School of the Town, aad 
give practical Ulustrat: fons of his plans of Instr uction 
to the teacher. 

The average salary of the scibntuietgeea in the . 
State, who make supervision théir only business, is 
$2090. Two, only, receive a salary of. lest than 
$1500, and eleven receive $2000, or more. 

Since we cannot afford to pay as much as this for 
supervision, some plan must be devised to secure the 
best possible superintendence for the amount. of 
money we,can devote to the purpose. The State 
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Board of Education have presented the following 
memorial to the Legislature, for the purpose of sup- 
plementing the existing State and municipal super- 
visioa of schools under the direction of the Board : 

“That in general each city shall constitute one 
district and employ at least one superintendent, 
who shall devote his whole time to the business of 
the othee; that the rest of the State shall be divided 
into districts containing about 200 teachers each, and 
for such district a superintendent or commissioner 
shall be appointed by ths Board of Education, who 
shall determine their salaries, power and duties ; 
that the salaries of the superintendent shall be paid 
out of the income of the school fund for their re- 
spective districts.” If this arrangement should be 
udopted there would, doubtless, be a great im- 
provement in the condition of our Schools. Anoth- 
er plan is to unite wit) other towas, andl by joint 
contribution secure funds sufficient to compensate 
a competent superintendent. Although the theory 
is excellent, [ fear that Jocal jealousies would ren- 
der the project practically inexpedient. A sugges- 
tion has been made that a man be secured to teach 
one-half of each day (except when necessarily absent 
from town upon business connected with Schools) 
in some School, and devote the other half-day to 
superintendence. If less time is to be allowed for 
the performance of the duties of the office, they can- 
not be performed ina manner satisfactory to the 
people of the town, or to a superintendent truly in- 
terested in his work. 
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I have spoken freely concerning this subject, be- 
cause I shall resign the position of superintendent 
at the close of the present year—i. e. at the time of 
the March Town Meeting—since it is impossible for. 
me, under existing circumstances, to attend to the 
duties of the office properly without neglecting the 
interests of the High School. 

T would ask a considerate regard for the next su- 
perintendent, whoever he may be. ‘He stands amid 
a cross-fire from the tax-payers, the committee, the | 
teachers and the children.” He must be fully 
sustained in his efforts to promote the welfare of the 
Schools, and render them better and more efiicic at. 
It should be remembered that he is often compelled 
to cross private paths to secure the public good, and 
his motives should not be judged from prejudiced 
statements of interested parties. He will be, n 
truth, the friend of the Schools ; and, whatever er- 
rors he may make, he will regret mistakes more than 
any other less interested party can. 

In conclusion, [ will say that there has not been 
a single day during the current year that [ have not 
spent in the interest of the Schools; except when 
they were not in session. If [ have not visited the 
Schools as often as I should, or remained in the di’- 
ferent rooms as long as might be desirable, I must 
offer, as my only excuse, that [ have employed the 
whole time,and app ortioae Lit, according t> m7 'y:3¢ 
judgment, among the several Schools. By devoting 
the time allowed for my vacations to visiting Schoo’s 
in addition to the time allowed me by consent of 


the committee, | am enabled to secure but five days 
for each visit to the twenty-three Schools of the 
town. Since one must travel about eighty miles to 
make these visits (mostly in a carriage, and ofter 
when the roals are in bad condition) it is evident 
that it is simply impossible to devote as much time 
to each Schoo! as, under other cirumstances, should 
be demanded. | have labored with an earnest pur- 
pose of promoting the welfare of the Schools anc 
advancing the true interests of education, and I trust 
‘that the purity of my intentions and the honesty of 
my purpose may be accepted as an excuse for what- 
eyer mistakes I may have made in performing the 
duties of the office.
